Mr. Wilson upon reading this dec- 
laration became a prey to the fear 
that the Central Powers would find 
in it ground for the charge that the 
Allies are still bent upon uest 
and the dismemberment of the Teu- 
tonic empires. 

The President had intended to an- 
wer the German Chancellor and 
Austro-Hungarian Premier, but had 
planned to await the outcome of the 
peace negotiations between Germany 
end Russia.

peace. 

The President's rejoinder to the 
Central Powers started an avalanche 
of speculation upon the possibili- 
ties of an early peace in Europe. 
Before this real reason for speaking 
at this time was revealed, however, 
it was learned that the President 
has no secret information of the 
readiness of the enemy to enter into 
peace negotiations either now or in 
the near future. 

Mr. Wilson, it was authoritatively 
stated, knows no more of the atti- 
tude of the Tentonic empires on this 
question than does the public. 

The President delivered his reply 
to Chancellor von Rouling and Count 
Crernin after sounding the Allies 
upon their views of the propriety 
and advisability of the move. By 
some of the Allies he was. advised to 
refrain from making a reply at this 
time. Some of his official advisers 
also were opposed to the step as 
likely to strengthen the enemy im-

REGARDLESS OF OBJECTIONS.

“T don't think that question prop- 
erly can be add to me,” an- 
swered the secretary. 

Shea sald perhaps the question 
should not have been asked, but re- 
fueed to drop the subject.

There are women, I am told, 
who bring their gloves until positive- 
ly scarcely a shred of the original 
ia left, and demand, exact, that they 
be mended. Such service often runs 
into the tenth, twelfth time: and 
then there is complaint because the 
gioves do not “wear well!” Now if 
anyone can show just cause why 
women should not either mend their 
gloves themselves, as they do their 
hose, or pay for having them 
mended, as they do their shoes-—I 
would Re to hear that reason ex- 
pounded, logically. And, I have a 
right to hear it, as have you and 
she and she—since we pay for the 
mending in the firat cost of the 
gloves, even though we have never 
bethought ourselves of exacting the 
“pound of flesh.” This is the best 
possible time to discontinue such an 
abeurd practice; since gloves today 
are high enough in cost to start us 
Hooverizing in that direction as well 
as in others, no more practical.

Why Gloves Are Costly. 

The best gloves, as everyone 
knows, are made in France, and the 
resourcefulness which that dear, 
brave France has exercised in the 
preservation of the glove industry, 
since the beginning of the war, is 
another chapter in her marvelous 
undertakings.

WHAT THE LAW SAYB. 

Mr. Carter cited important sec- 
tions of the new law, stating that 
any single person drawing $1000 m- 
come must make a return to his de- 
partment, and any married person 
at the head of a household, whose 
income is $2000 or more, must make 
a return. Many perecns are of the 
opinion, through ignorance of the 


assessa bie. 

Chairman Kemp laid considerable 
stress upon the fact that it will be 
much more expensive for a person 
to be delinquent than to meet the 
requirement of the law at once. For 
instance, the tax of 2 per cent. is 
made upon that 
person's income 
$1000. If his income is $1200, his 
tax assessment would be upon $200 
or $4. If he is delinquent, the tax 
would be at least $20. 

Collector Carter sald State, coun- 
ty and city officeholders cannot be 
taxed for the salaries they receive, 
because of many rulings to that ef- 
fect by the State Supreme Court. 
The President cf the United States 
cannot be taxed, because the law 
says he shall receive a certain Sal- 
ary, and under no consideration can 
it be diminished. 

Representatives of the Advertising 
Club and other organizations re- 
ported that they had taken steps 
to acquaint their members and per- 
sons within their reach of the pro- 
Visions of the law, d are meeting 
with considerable success.

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HIP MEN EAGER 
TO AID NATION. 


Workers Throng Local Office 
to Bnroll in Reserve 
Being Formed. 

Three hundred and fifty 
trained mechanics registered 
yesterday at the office of the 
Public Employment Bureau, 
which is conducting a cam- 
Paign in Los Angeles to get 
5000 men for the United 
States Shipping Board. The 
registrations yesterday bring 
the total of men applying for 
admittance to the industrial 

reserve to 850 for this city. 

Yesterday the rooms where 
the applications are filled out, 
were moved from the cramped 
quarters into the main room, 
thus making it possible for 
forty men to fill out applica- 
tions at one time. 

“The class of men who are 
applying for admittance to the 
reserve is most gratifying,” 
said Superintendent Clark last 
night.

Registration of alien enemies in 
the Los Angeles police districts for 
yesterday was as follows: Central 
Station, five registered and sixty 
turned away because of lack of rec- 
istration blanks; University Station, 
none; Boyle Heights Station, one: 
Fast Side station, two; Hollywood 
Station, five; San Pedre Station, 
none, and Sawtelle Station, one. 

Police officials received word from 
the United States Marshal's office 
that sufficient bianks to complete 
registration will be furnished the 
various stations in time for today's 
registration.

FOOD RULINGS 
WELL OBEYED. 


Tour of Inspection Shows an 
Ideal Observance. 

No Evasion Found in Visit 

to Hundred Stores. 


Merchants Themselves Prove 
Best Gyardians of Law. 


That Los Angeles is observing the 
rules of the National Food Admin- 
istration in regard to the selling of 
pork products on Tuesdays, was evi- 
denced yesterday when Preston Mc- 
Kinney, heading a squad of county 
officers, visited over 100 stores and 
butcher shops in search of evasions, 
and found none disobeying the or- 
der. 

“This is most gratifying.” said 
McKinney last night. “Evidence had 
come to us of certain merchants dis- 
obeying the orders, but in none of 
the stores in question did we find 
any evidence of evasion df the law.” 

After a conference with Frank H. 
Suffel, temporary head of the local 
office of the Food Administration, 
the grocers and bakers of this city 
have decided to police their own 
trade. Information reached Suffel 
yesterday that one grocer had been 
warned by two other grocers that 
macaroni was on the restricted list. 
Later these grocers sent men to pur- 
chase macaroni, and succeeded in 
securing a package. 

FLAGRANT VIOLATION. 


“This practice must and will be 
stopped.” said Mr. Suffel last night. 
“We will give those we think are not’ 
aware of the laws a possible chance. 
but In this case there Was a flagrant 
Intentional violation of the law. The 
man will be cut off by the jobbers if 
he does it again. The grocers will 
see that he is brought into Une. 

The Hotel Alexandria will today 
start the one-ounce breakfast roll 
in all of their dining-rooms. This 
roll will be exactly the same as the 
usual roll, but smaller. Experiments 
by the chefs have proved that an ex- 
cellent roll may be made, which will 
contain the 20 per cent. of wheat 
substitutes, be an inch in diameter, 
and weight but one ounce. Two rolls 
will be served with an order.
